In a statement with IPRA, complainant^^^^^^^J stated that he was on his back 
porch with his six and seven year old grandchildren and he let them light two 
firecrackers. About twenty minutes later, t wo officers, now known as Officers Romero 
and Preib via Department reports, arrived at ^^^^^>ack gate and banged on the gate. 
Officers Romero and Preib asked to open the gate becaus^he^eceived a call 

about gunshots at his address but^^^Jrefused to open the gate^^^f stated that he 
refused to open the gate because Officers Romero and Preib had their guns drawn and his 
grandchildren were “traumatized.” Officers Romero and Preib used another entry through 
a neighbor’s apartment to access Officers Romero and Preib had put their 

weapons away by the time they reached stated that the taller of the two 

officers, now known as Officer Preib via Department records, asked to put his 

hands behind his back and he complied. Officer Preib handcuffed and slapped 

him on the left side of his face. Officer Romero then punched on the left side of 

his face. Officers Preib and Romero escorted to the alley where several officers 

were waiting.placed in the back seat of a squad car. As ^^^|sat in the 
squad car an unidentified officer kicked him on his left side and closed the door. A 
female/white officer opened the squad car door and slapped ^^^|on the left side of his 
face and called him a “pork chop” and a “roach.” was transported to the 024 th 

District Station and subsequently taken to because both of his wrists 

were bleeding and he was suffering from an asthma attack. stated that he 

sustained swollen wrists and pain on the left side of his ribs. (Att.4) 


The Chicago Police Department Event Query indicates that an unidentified caller called 
“911” three times reporting a man with a gun and throwing firecrackers on the second 
floor of the back porch at In addition to Officers Romero and Preib, 

Beats (Officers Rosario Lazzara and Jeffrey Pacocha), (Officers Jami Duignan 
and Joseph Zaccagnino), and (Sgt. John Baranowski) responded. (Att.10, 23) 


Department records indicate that Officer Jami Duignan was the only female officer that 
responded to scene of the alleged incident. (Att. 10, 23) 

Evidence Technician Photographs depict lacerations to both of wrists. In an 

Observation of Injury Report, Investigator Dennis Kamalick, #282, also observed small 
lacerations on the thumb side of both of wrists. (Att. 12,14-17) 

mUBviedical Records from^^^^^^^^^^|indicates that he was diagnosed with 
asthma exacerbation, contusion to the chest, and wrist superficial lacerations. (Att.22) 


In a statement with IPRA, witness stated that she was at home on her 

back landing when she heard grandchildren crying out to her stating, “They

arresting pop,” referring to went t o her lan ding’s stairwell and 

^^^Bl grandchildren came over to her. A sergeant told to stay on her side of 

the landing and she complied. ^^^^Jobserved officers place ^^^^Jagainst a fence 
handcuffed. ^^^^B also saw officers on the landing and looking in garbage cans. The 
officers took ^^^B down to the alley and put him in the back seat of a squad car. A 
female officer opened the squad car door and slapped on his face. The officers 

then transported ^^^Baway from the scene. (Att.6) 

Arrest Report and Vice Case report indicate that officers responded to a call of 
a man with a gun and using fireworks at the second story rear porch. 

Officers observed ^^^B matching the description and placed him under arrest. A 
custodial search of revealed a small plastic bag containing a green leafy 

substance, suspect cannabis. After was placed into custody he became highly 

agitated thrashing about the car and attempting to pull his arms in front of his body 
despite repeated ordersto desist by officers. Upon arrival at the 024 th District Station, 
officers observed^^^^B with small lacerations on his wrists from thrashing in the squad 
car in handcuffs and transported him for treatment. was 

charged with Sale/Use/Explosion of Fireworks and Possession of Cannabis. (Att.8,9) 

A canvass of the location of incident produced no additional witnesses. (Att. 18) 

In a To-From-Subject-Report, witness Sergeant Baranowski and Officers Pacocha, 
Zaccagnino, and Lazzara denied observing Officers Preib, Romero, Duignan, or any 
officer commit the alleged allegations. (Att.39,40,41,42) 

In a To-From-Subject-Report, accused Officer Preib stated essentially the same 
information provided in^^^^B^ rrest an d Vice Case Reports. Officer Preib denied the 
allegations made against him and denied observing Officer Romero, Duignan, or any 
officer commit the allegations. (Att.26) 

In a To-From-Subject-Report, accused Officer Romero denied the allegations made 
against him and denied observing Officers Preib, Duignan, or any officer commit the 
allegations. (Att.30) 

In a To-From-Subject-Report, accused Officer Duignan stated that she had no contact 
with^^^^B on the date and time of the alleged incident. Officer Duignan denied the 
allegations made against her and denied observing Officers Preib, Romero, or any officer 
commit the alleged allegations. (Att.36) 
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The Reporting Investigator recommends a finding of Not Sustained for Allegations #1-2 
against Officer Martin Preib, that he slapped on the face and handcuffed him 

too tightly. Witness did not corroborate claim that Officer 

Preib slapped him; Officer Preib denied doing so. Additionally, the Evidence Technician 
Photographs depict lacerations to both of ^^^^^wrists, however. Officers Preib and 
Romero reported in^^^^^Arrest and Vice Case Reports that became agitated 

and thrashed around in the squad car while he was handcuffed. Without any independent 
witnesses, it cannot be determined when or how obtained his injuries. There is 

insufficient evidence to prove/disprove the allegations. 

The Reporting Investigator recommends a finding of Not Sustained for Allegations #1-2 
against Officer Jose Romero, that he punched ^^^Hand handcuffed him too tightly, 
for the same basis cited for Allegations #1-2 against Officer Preib. 

The Reporting Investigator recommends a finding of Not Sustained for Allegations #1-3 
against Officer Jami Dunigan, that she slapped o n the face, called him a “Pork 

Chop,” and called him a “Roach.” HHHI corroborated^^^^^account that he was 
slapped while he was seated in the car; however, does not corroborate other 

parts of account. Additionally,is not an independent witness. Officer 

Duignan stated that she had no contact with on the date and time of the alleged 

incident, and denied committing any of the alleged acts attributed to her. Without any 
independent information, there is insufficient evidence to prove/disprove the allegations. 

The Reporting Investigator recommends a finding of Not Sustained for Allegation #1 
against an Unidentified Officer, that he/she kicked ^^^flabout the body. There are no 
witnesses to corroborate allegation that he was kicked; nor did sustain 

any injury consistent with being kicked. Additionally, Sergeant Baranowski and Officers 
Preib, Romero, Pacocha, Zaccagnino, and Lazzara denied observing any officer commit 
the alleged allegation. Without the identification of an accused officer, or any 
independent evidence, there is insufficient evidence to prove/disprove the allegations.
